4.  These  cases  of  Spina  Bifida  were  collected  and  pub- 
lished in  a volume  entitled  “ The  Treatment  of  Spina  Bifida 
by  a New  Method,  1877,”  of  which  very  favourable  notices 
appeared  in  Reviews — that  in  the  Lancet,  of  May  12,  1877, 
thus  concludes: — “Dr.  Morton  deserves  great  credit  for 
having  apparently  placed  under  safe  and  speedy  treatment  a 
class  of  cases  which  were  formerly  considered  almost  beyond 
hope  of  recovery.” 

The  Medical  Times  and  Gazette  for  July  8,  1877,  says: — 

‘ Such  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  best  tell  their  own 
tale.  The  book  is  very  suggestive,  and  we  hope  the  success 
which  Dr.  Morton  has  had  may  induce  others  to  try  this 
‘new  method,’  for  the  invention  of  which  Dr.  Morton 
deserves  no  little  credit — the  treatment  of  Spina  Bifida  having 
hitherto  been  a very  thankless  task.” 

The  British  Medical  Journal  of  Sept.  22,  1877,  says : — 
“ From  this  experience  it  seems  evident  that  the  trial  of  the 
iodoglycerine  injection  is  justifiable  in  cases  of  Spina  Bifida; 
and  we  hope  the  publication  of  this  book  will  lead  surgeons 
to  give  a fair  trial  to  a method  which  has  already  proved  so 
far  successful,  and  that  thus  the  materials  for  a correct  esti- 
mate of  its  value  may  be  speedily  collected.” 

It  has  since  been  tried  successfully  by  many  practitioners 
both  in  Europe  and  America. 
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The  following  year  (1878)  this  work  attracted  attention 
in  France,  and  was  translated  into  the  French  language  by 
Dr.  Fort,  Professeur  d’Anatomie  et  Chirurgie,  Paris,  and  Dr. 
Guichet,  Medecin  Aide-Major.  This  translation  was  very 
favourably  noticed  in  the  Lyons  Medicate. 

Many  other  medical  papers  have  been  published  by  Dr. 
Morton,  and  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in  discussing  a 
number  of  professional  topics  in  the  medical  periodicals  of 
London,  Edinburgh,  and  Dublin,  as  well  as  Glasgow. 
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
